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THE Environment Agency (EA) 
has promised it is working with 
Kingston Council and Thames Wa¬ 
ter to prevent future storm flood¬ 
ing in Kingston after last week’s 
torrential rainfall. 

Several roads were left under¬ 
water and two EU referendum 
polling stations, one in Chessing- 
ton and the other in New Malden, 
were moved after flooding last 
Thursday. 

Surface flooding was particu¬ 
larly severe in New Malden and 
Worcester Park, with water spew¬ 
ing from drains and blocking busy 
commuter routes. 

The EA said £200,000 had been 
spent on flooding research in 
Kingston in the past two years 
alone by the Department for Envi¬ 
ronment, Food and Rural Affairs 
(Defra). 

A Thames Water spokeswoman 
said: “Our sewers are designed 
to cope with the vast majority of 
storms but occasionally rainfall 
can be so heavy that it overwhelms 
the system. 

“The water and sewer systems 
are completely separate. This has 
nothing to do with the burst water 
main which affected the station 
last year.” 

Flooding in the rail underpass 
in Kingston Road, New Malden, 
closed the road for some hours last 
Thursday morning. 

The same underpass was heav¬ 
ily flooded in July 2014 and again 
after a water main burst in June 
last year. 

New Malden councillor Raju 
Pandya said: “It needs to be thor¬ 
oughly investigated. The thing is 
that area is getting flooded every 
time. Every time we’ve had an 
incident, we’ve had a marvellous 
response from residents coming 
to help. 

“It’s causing a lot of inconven¬ 
ience and discomfort to the resi¬ 
dents and it’s most unfortunate.” 

The borough is also located in 
the Hogsmill River catchment 
area, leaving homes at risk when 
the river overflows. 

An EA spokeswoman said: “The 
agency continues to work with 
partners in Kingston to reduce the

risk of flooding from both surface 
water and river flooding. 

“Kingston is currently model¬ 
ling options which could be im¬ 
plemented in the next few years 
with further funding. 

“The EA is progressing a 
£4.7m flood alleviation scheme to 
protect Kingston town centre 
and around 500 properties from 


the Hogsmill.” 

Cllr Phil Doyle, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment, said: “We 
have been working closely with 
the EA to investigate how we can 
better manage flooding within the 
borough.” 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
James Berry met with fellow 
south-eastern MPs on Tuesday 


to discuss the River Thames 
Scheme, a Government initiative 
designed to reduce flooding near 
the river. 

He said: “I’m fully supportive 
of this Thames River Scheme as 
long as Kingston only pays a fair 
price. I think the council needs 
to focus its funding together with 
the EA in those hotspot areas.”

KINGSTON faces a period of un¬ 
certainty after last week’s Brex¬ 
it vote with particular fears for 
Kingston Council’s pension pot. 

After the result was an¬ 
nounced Sterling sank to a 31- 
year low against the dollar and 
plunged the country into eco¬ 
nomic uncertainty. 

The UK’s pension funding 
hole hit a record high of £900bn, 
with pensions minister Ros Alt- 
mann having warned before the 
referendum that up to £300bn 
could be wiped off residents’ re¬ 
tirement funds. 

Council leader Kevin Davis 
said: “The short term worry will 
be our pension scheme - that 
will be a risk for us. We met with 
officers a couple of weeks ago to 
talk through the situation. The 
reality is we don’t actually know. 

“There is clearly going to be 
uncertainty At the moment 
there aren’t any other major 
pressures, apart from any exist¬ 
ing EU bonds that we have out¬ 
standing.” 

Some 17.4 million people vot¬ 
ed to leave the European Union 


compared to 16.1 million people 
voting to remain, a margin of 
less than four per cent. In King¬ 
ston, most residents voted to 
stay, 52,533 votes to 32,737. 

Jerry Irving, chief executive 
of Kingston’s Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, said: “From the busi¬ 
ness community’s perspective, 
they’re very disappointed with 
the outcome. 

“It’s not the end of the world. 
We’ve got good businesses in 
Kingston. The business econo¬ 
my in Kingston is quite vibrant, 
it’s got quite a good spread. 

“There’s a lot of water to pass 
under the bridge in the next 
few months, but we need to stay 
calm.” 

Immigration was one of the 
most heated and controversial 
debates surrounding the ref¬ 
erendum, with UKIP leader Ni¬ 
gel Far age calling it the ‘defining 
issue’. 

In the days after the referen¬ 
dum more than 100 incidents of 
racial abuse and hate crime have 
been reported UK-wide. 

Dr Radu Cinpoes, head of pol¬ 
itics at Kingston University, said 
that the result could see the rad¬ 
ical right rise across Europe and 
lead to the dissolution of the EU. 

He said: “I’m extremely disap¬ 


pointed and feel anxious about 
the future of both the UK and 
Europe - as well as about my 
place within it and that of my 
family. 

“I believe that the referendum 
campaign has played on nation¬ 
alist and anti-immigrant senti¬ 
ments and Britain’s withdrawal 
from the EU will further bring to 
the fore right-wing populist and 
intolerant discourses. 

“In this context, as distant as 
it may seem, the prospect of the 
dissolution of the EU could be¬ 
come a reality 

“We need to ensure that Brit¬ 
ish universities such as King¬ 
ston University remain regional¬ 
ly and globally outward-looking 
and maintain key international 
networks.” 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
James Berry looked to reassure 
EU nationals living in the bor¬ 
ough, though he acknowledged 
that the referendum had ex¬ 
posed some ‘deep divisions in 
our society’. 

In a statement, Mr Berry said: 
“I have spoken to a number of 
EU nationals who live and work 
in Kingston who are fearful 
about their position. 

“I will be pushing for what I 
think is the only fair solution, 
which is that EU nationals living 
and working here and Brits liv¬ 
ing on the continent before the 
referendum have their positions 
preserved.” 

London Mayor Sadiq Khan 
applauded the ‘enormous con¬ 
tribution’ of European migrants 
living and working in the capital 
and called for more autonomy af¬ 
ter the majority of London bor¬ 
oughs voted to remain. 

An online petition calling on 
the new mayor to declare Lon¬ 
don an independent city-state 
had gathered more than 175,000 
signatures by the time this paper 
went to press. But he shot down 
the suggestion at this week’s 
Times CEO conference. 

Mr Khan told business lead¬ 
ers: “On behalf of all Londoners, 
I am demanding more autonomy 
for the capital, right now 

“More autonomy in order to 
protect London’s economy from 
the uncertainty ahead, to pro¬ 
tect the businesses from around 
the world who trade here and 
to protect our jobs, wealth and 
prosperity” 


Council won’t hire Twitter outrage law firm 


KINGSTON Council has dis¬ 
tanced itself from a law firm 
whose director described a vic¬ 
tory over a family seeking edu¬ 
cational support for a disabled 
child as “a great win”. 

The council clarified its rela¬ 
tionship with Baker Small af¬ 
ter questions from residents on 
Twitter. 

The firm was criticised after 
director Mark Small posted that 
a legal victory was “a great win” 


that sent “parents into a storm”. 

Kingston Council original¬ 
ly tweeted it had “no plans to 
terminate its working relation¬ 
ship” with Baker Small, before 
saying it would be “reviewing its 
contract”. 

The following day it said it 
had only used the law firm “sev¬ 
eral years ago” to prepare a legal 
case and training and that there 
was never a contract in place. 

The authority said: “We are 


shocked by Baker Small’s com¬ 
ments which show utter disre¬ 
gard for parents and families 
who have children with disabil¬ 
ities. 

“We have no intention of us¬ 
ing Baker Small now or in the 
future.” 

Mr Small had hailed a tribu¬ 
nal win and said “funny thing is 
parents think they’ve won”. He 
later posted a picture of a kitten 
laughing.

Bent given 
drugs fine 

CHESSINGTON World of 
Adventures was just not ex¬ 
citing enough for ex-Premier 
League footballer Marcus 
Bent, who has been convict¬ 
ed of carrying cocaine at the 
theme park. 

The journeyman striker, 
who played for clubs that 
include Everton, Ipswich 
Town, Crystal Palace and 
Blackburn Rovers, was ar¬ 
rested last Monday after he 
was caught with the class A 
drug. 

Having been detained 
overnight, Bent, who lives in 
Bridge Road, East Molesey, 
appeared before Wimble¬ 
don Magistrates’ Court and 
pleaded guilty to one count 
of possession of cocaine last 
Tuesday. He was fined £385 
and ordered to pay £85 costs. 

Earlier this year, Bent, 38, 
was sentenced to 12 months’ 
imprisonment, suspended for 
two years, for affray and pos¬ 
session of cocaine. 

Over his career, which be¬ 
gan at Brentford in 1995, he 
appeared for 14 clubs, play¬ 
ing 574 games and scoring 113 
goals. 

The former England un- 
der-21 international was 
named Premier League play¬ 
er of the month in January 
2002, during his spell with 
Ipswich. His various transfer 
fees totalled more than £10 
million. 
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A CHESSINGTON mother 
who gave birth to twin girls, 
knowing one of them would 
die shortly after being born, 
has created a butterfly logo to 
display on hospital beds to let 
other new parents know that 
a baby has not survived. 

Millie Smith, 24, of Fir- 
croft Road in Chessington, 
prematurely gave birth to 
daughters Callie and Skye on 
April 30. 

Twelve weeks into her 
pregnancy, Miss Smith and 
partner Lewis Cann, 25, 
learnt that Skye had anen- 
cephaly, a condition where 
the skull does not properly 
form leaving the brain ex¬ 
posed, and she died a few 
hours after being born. 

Miss Smith said: “I was in 
a neonatal ward with Callie, 
and there were three sets of 
twins crying. 

“A parent who didn’t know 
what I’d been through turned 
to me and said, ‘You are so 
lucky you don’t have twins.’ 


“It just broke me. I know 
the mother would have felt 
bad if she knew how her 
words affected me.” 

Miss Smith came up with 
the idea of a laminated pur¬ 
ple butterfly that midwives 
can put on maternity beds as 
a symbol to let other parents 


know that a baby was part of 
a multiple pregnancy, but did 
not survive. 

She said: “Some days I 
didn’t want to talk about it 
and some days I did. 

“I thought there was some¬ 
thing we could put to make 
people know it happened 


but that I didn’t want to talk 
about it. People kept saying 
‘Rest in peace,’ but it’s quite 
morbid. I only came up with 
it about two weeks ago.” 

She added: “We set up 
Skye High to support King¬ 
ston Hospital and, long-term, 
I’d like to take it across the 
country but we’ll need more 
funding. 

“I’ve had messages from 
hundreds of people from all 
over the world in Australia 
and America.” 

The couple hope to raise 
£10,000 for a counsellor at 
Kingston Hospital to help 
support parents during and 
after the post-natal period if 
their child has died. 

A hospital spokeswoman 
said: “We are very happy to 
support Millie in developing 
the butterfly concept as an 
option for parents who have 
lost one of their babies, but 
still have a surviving baby on 
the unit. 

“Some of the best initia¬ 
tives and ideas come from 
parents who have used the 
neonatal unit. 

“The scheme is a lovely 
way of honouring Skye.”

Airport expansion is in 
doubt after Brexit vote 



Campaign: Anti-Heathrow-expansionist hopes have been boosted by 
last week’s Brexit vote 
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LAST week’s Brexit vote could 
mean Heathrow expansion will 
not go ahead, especially if Boris 
Johnson succeeds David Camer¬ 
on as Prime Minister, according 
to campaigners. 

The EU referendum result 
and Mr Cameron’s subsequent 
announcement he would resign 
has cast doubt on whether the 
Government would announce 
its decision over a third runway 
at the airport on July 7-8 as pre¬ 
viously indicated. 

Stop Heathrow Expansion 
campaign coordinator, Robert 
Barnstone, said the referendum 
result revealed early last Friday 
morning suggested a new time¬ 
table for a runway announce¬ 
ment may appear. 

He said: “If a leading Brex- 
iteer and Heathrow expansion 
opponent, such as Boris John¬ 
son, becomes the new Prime 
Minister this autumn, it could 
mean a very different situation 
on the question of runway ca¬ 
pacity in London and the South 
East.” 

“David Cameron, with his 
term as Prime Minister now 
entering its final phase, is un¬ 
likely to want to cause further 
damage within his own ranks 
on whether the highly contro¬ 
versial expansion of Heathrow 
goes ahead. A decision previous¬ 
ly pencilled in for a fortnight’s 
time now looks substantially 
less likely.” 

John Stewart, chairman of 
campaign group Hacan, agreed 
and said the Brexit vote cast 
doubts over whether the third 
runway would ever be given the 
green light. 

He said: “The Prime Minister 
and the Chancellor have lost the 


fight of their lives. ‘Outers’ like 
Boris Johnson, who is fiercely 
opposed to Heathrow expansion, 
have won. At the very least, a 
decision on a new runway must 
now be up in the air. 

“A new Prime Minister would 
want to look again at its desira¬ 
bility, its deliverability and the 
cost its related rail and road in¬ 
frastructure would impose on 
the public purse. 

“The Government had pen¬ 
cilled in July 7 or 8 to announce 
its runway decision. 

“It may confirm its intentions 
over the next few days but it 
would surprising if a lame-duck 
Prime Minister risked further 
splits within the Conservative 
Party by making such a contro¬ 
versial decision just weeks be¬ 
fore he leaves office.” 

A spokesman from Heathrow 


said the case for expansion was 
stronger than ever before and 
only the west London airport 
can help Britain be a great trad¬ 
ing nation. 

He said: “It is the keystone 
that connects businesses of 
every size to markets across the 
world as the UK’s only global 
hub airport. 

“Global connections are crit¬ 
ical for a new outward-looking 
UK to help our businesses and 
economy to thrive - and with ex¬ 
pansion we can deliver up to 40 
new destinations. 

“We are confident that the 
Government will make the right 
choice for the future of the UK, 
putting the interests of the 
country first. 

“We look forward to working 
with the Government and its 
agencies on the next steps.”

SCARED of spiders? 

Then you may not be too hap¬ 
py with Chessington World of 
Adventures (CWoA), whose zoo¬ 
keepers have just been given an 
award for helping release 400 
of the UK’s largest eight-legged 
terrors into the wild.

LESS than a fifth of nurses 
in London believe the capi¬ 
tal’s health services can cope 
with demand, a survey has 
claimed. 

The Royal College of Nurs¬ 
ing (RCN) said that a third of 
nurses wanted more time to 
care for patients and 71 per 
cent blamed an ageing pop¬ 
ulation for increased pres¬ 
sure. 

The figures, based on a 
survey of 1,000 nurses, were 
released ahead of the union’s 
annual congress in Glasgow. 

RCN London regional di¬ 
rector Bernell Bussue said: 
“The NHS financial pres¬ 
sures are very real and can¬ 
not be ignored. 

“A concerted effort to put 
nursing at the heart of new 
models of care, as well as 
providing adequate social 
care, will go a long way to¬ 
wards helping to meet de¬ 
mand. 

“Nursing staff are already 


feeling the impact of an age¬ 
ing population and it is sim¬ 
ply not sustainable to have 
the same number of staff 
caring for increasing num¬ 
bers of patients. The nursing 
workforce needs to be given 
the tools and opportunity to 
adapt to London’s changing 
care needs. 

“It’s not just about having 
more nurses, but having the 
right specialist nurses in the 


right settings.” 

But a Department of 
Health spokesman said: 
“NHS staff are our greatest 
asset - that’s why there are 
already 10,800 more nurses 
on our wards since 2010, as 
well as 50,000 nurses in train¬ 
ing for the future. 

“The NHS is busy, but per¬ 
forming well - with 1.6 mil¬ 
lion more operations taking 
place each year compared to 


2010 .” 

The RCN added that a 
third of nurses said most of 
their patients needed care 
because of preventable life¬ 
style choices such as obesity 
and smoking. 

Councils’ public health 
budgets, used for anti-smok¬ 
ing, anti-suicide and other 
campaigns, have been re¬ 
peatedly slashed in the past 
year.

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Angry rail travellers complain 


Roads could be transformed by scheme to boost bike usage 


about late trains most of all 


PUNCTUALITY is still the biggest con¬ 
cern for South West Trains (SWT) pas¬ 
sengers as complaints about late trains 
made up 41 per cent of all grievances 
last year. 

Statistics from the Office of Rail and 
Road showed that overall complaints 
about the operator dropped by nearly 18 
per cent, but SWT had the second-lowest 
complaint response rate, at 60.8 per cent. 

A SWT spokesman said despite trains 


being “extremely busy” throughout the 
day, a National Rail survey had shown 
81 per cent of passengers were satis¬ 
fied. She added: “We are investing and 
working hard to provide more space for 
passengers and recently completed the 
£65million introduction of 108 addition¬ 
al and refurbished carriages. 

“By 2019 we will be providing an extra 
30 per cent space for our passengers dur¬ 
ing the busiest times.”

New cycle tracks 'will 
keep borough moving’

PLANS to build European-style 
cycling tracks through Kingston 
could see the borough’s road net¬ 
work completely transformed. 

Kingston Council launched 
four consultations last week 
into plans for the next phase of 
its mini-Holland projects, in¬ 
cluding completely removing 
the Fountain roundabout in 
New Malden and creating new 
cycling hubs in Kingston town 
centre. 

Construction has already be¬ 
gun on some elements of the 
£33 million project, including a 
segregated cycle lane in Ports¬ 
mouth Road. The original esti¬ 
mate cost of that scheme has 
more than doubled to about £3.2 
million. 

Cllr Terry Paton, portfolio 
holder for Go Cycle, the author¬ 
ity’s name for the mini-Holland 
programme, said: “With some 
50,000 additional people moving 
about the borough by 2050, we 
need to look at ways of relieving 
pressures of a growing popula¬ 


tion on the borough’s transport 
network. Go Cycle is about keep¬ 
ing Kingston moving and im¬ 
proving connectivity across the 
borough.” 

Artists’ impressions have 
been released for the redevelop¬ 
ment of four key areas, includ¬ 
ing Kingston station, Wheatfield 
Way, New Malden’s Fountain 
roundabout and parts of Surbi¬ 
ton. 

As part of the scheme Surbi¬ 
ton Crescent will also be closed 
for four to six months in a bid to 
divert traffic and “improve safe¬ 
ty for cyclists”, which will begin 
in August. 

Kingston Cycling Campaign 
declined to comment on the 
plans until after a meeting with 
Kingston Council. 

Overall the council has iden¬ 
tified 10 mini-Holland develop¬ 
ment schemes, having secured 
funding from City Hall and 
Transport for London back in 
March 2014. 

The original plans included 
creating an elevated “super¬ 
skyway” over the Thames and 
turning Kingston station into a 
cyclist-only plaza with an under¬ 
pass for cars.

DEVELOPERS faced a grilling 
as they presented renewed plans 
to build 705 homes on Tolworth’s 
Toby Jug site - more than a dec¬ 
ade after designs first surfaced. 

European investment firm 
Meyer Bergman aims to build 
the homes on the site in Hook 
Rise South near Tolworth sta¬ 
tion. It will also build a doctor’s 
surgery, nursery, convenience 
store and 356 car parking spaces. 

It presented its second plan¬ 
ning application at a develop¬ 
ment control committee pre-de¬ 
cision meeting at the Richard 
Mayo Centre, in Eden Street, last 
Monday. A previous application 
was rejected in March due to its 
scale and density. 

The renewed proposals, devel¬ 


oped by architecture firm JTP, 
include the removal of the two 
tallest blocks, which were 15 and 
18 storeys in height, and the cre¬ 
ation of a town square. 

Marcus Adams, managing 
partner of JTP, said: “We’ve 
taken those buildings out and 
we’ve opened up the square. We 
believe hopefully the changes 
around the station will have a 
real benefit. The new square we 
think is a real opportunity with¬ 
in the site.” 

Transport for London (TfL) 
said the application fit with its 
plans for London, and that traf¬ 
fic concerns had been alleviated. 

But residents and councillors 
questioned why the number of 
homes had not changed. 

Former Tolworth and Hook 
Rise councillor Rolson Davies 
said: “Fundamentally there is 
no change to what they were 
previously asking for apart from

tweaking. It doesn’t address the 
fundamental issue of the scale 
and density of the site.” 

Alexandra councillor Ian 
George said: “We’ve still got 
the same application, the same 
numbers. How can we be sure 
that those 705 homes can all fit 
into this layout? 

“It isn’t in keeping with this 
area, the density is a huge issue. 
Are you going to force us to have 
a controlled parking zone? Oth¬ 
erwise that TfL result doesn’t 
mean a thing.” 

Councillors on the committee 
were not allowed to comment 
for procedural reasons, but did 
question the developers on air 
quality, density and why they 
had chosen to only submit an 
outline application. 

The application will be decid¬ 
ed at a development control com¬ 
mittee meeting at the Guildhall 
on Wednesday, July 6.

A FORMER newspaper editor 
whose crime reporting earned 
praise from the notorious Kray 
twins has died aged 68. 

Vince Price was editor of the 
award-winning West London In¬ 
former group, which he set up 
from above a shop in Kingston 
with just a handful of colleagues 
and built up to be the largest ed¬ 
itorial-led free newspaper series 
in Europe. 

He died after battling cancer 
and his ashes will be scattered 
along the tracks of the Bluebell 
steam railway in Sussex, at his 
request. 

Mr Price built up a team of 
more than 30 journalists and cre¬ 
ated 13 editions for the Informer 
with a combined distribution of 
850,000 copies a week, including 
the Kingston Informer. 

Its biggest title, the Staines In¬ 
former, used to carry 120 pages. 

Mr Price, from Enfield, start¬ 
ed in newspapers in 1966 as a 
photographer on the Waltham¬ 
stow and Leyton Guardian.

His passion for photography 
was something he would carry 
throughout his career and life. 

Mr Price’s days as a reporter 
began by chance after he acci¬ 
dentally stumbled upon a mur¬ 
der while driving home from a 
photography job. 

Being the first journalist to 
arrive at the scene he secured 
a picture exclusive and soon 
joined the Walthamstow Guard¬ 


ian's crime desk. 

After rising through the ranks 
and establishing a reputation on 
the crime beat, he built inval¬ 
uable contacts and would fre¬ 
quently receive praise from his 
colleagues and peers. 

He once reportedly received a 
phone call from an associate of 
the famous 1960s gangsters the 
Kray twins, who complimented 
him for ‘telling it like it is’. 

Mr Price then spent a short 
time as a sub-editor for the Har¬ 
low Gazette in 1976, before mov¬ 
ing on to create the Informer. 

By the time he left in 1987 the 
series was the largest in Europe. 

Numerous spells at magazines 
across the capital followed, in¬ 
cluding time at satirical maga¬ 
zine Punch. 

He spent his retirement with 
his partner Anne in Cambridge¬ 
shire, where he was able to in¬ 
dulge his great love of steam 
railways and canals. 

Having flourished as a city 
crime reporter, he spent his final 
five years writing articles on the 
simplicity of country life. 

He was lauded in obituaries 
in trade media the Press Gazette 
and HoldTheFrontPage.

THE noise from flights taking 
off from Heathrow on Thursday, 
June 16, was particularly disrup¬ 
tive in north Kingston and worse 
than I have noticed before. 

From 11pm to 11.30pm there 
were eleven flights taking off 
over Twickenham and North 
Kingston (KT2 postcode), head¬ 
ing south east. Still more flights 
took off over Surbiton, Thames 
Ditton and Ealing totalling twen¬ 


ty-three in thirty minutes, as 
shown on the “WebTrak” airlin¬ 
er tracker. 

There was even a departure 
from Heathrow at a quarter to 
one in the morning. For me, try¬ 
ing to get to sleep, the noise was 
very intrusive. 

Heathrow say that there are 
no scheduled departures after 
11pm, and yet are unable to ex¬ 
plain why there were so many 


flights after this time of night. 

The only way to complain is to 
contact Heathrow itself, not the 
Department for Transport (DfT) 
or an independent body. 

I’m told that the DfT moni¬ 
tors the number of complaints 
that Heathrow receives. I do 
not know whether Heathrow 
Airport Ltd shares all the com¬ 
plaints it receives with the min¬ 
istry but I shall continue sub¬ 


mitting complaints. 

Heathrow proposes a third 
runway - something that I can 
only think would make noise 
matters worse - and I am pleased 
that Zac Goldsmith MP has been 
arguing against it. 

I truly hope he’s successful 
and can also do something to 
rein in these night flights.

After four months of uncertainty, 
Britain is to leave the EU and David 
Cameron will step down as Prime 
Minister. But what will happen to 
the UK property market? 

A raft of mixed messages and 
predictions have been made about 
the economy, and their possible 
effects on the property industry. 

As Chancellor George Osborne 
spoke for the first time since the 
result was announced, he said the 
UK was ready to face the future 
from a "position of strength" 
and indicated there would be no 
immediate emergency Budget, 
saying it could wait until there was 
a new Prime Minister. 

Mr Osborne said he had spoken 
to Bank of England Governor Mark 
Carney and that there were "well 
thought through contingency plans 
if needed". This comes after David 
Cameron said he would step down 
as Prime Minister, staying in the 
post for three months to provide 
stability but that "fresh leadership" 
was needed. Meanwhile, Labour 


leader Jeremy Corbyn was told he 
would face a leadership challenge 
if he refused to resign in the face of 
many frontbench resignations. 

But what's the future of the 
UK housing market? Following 
the result, Ed Mead, Executive 
Director of estate agency Douglas 
& Gordon, had said on Friday 
that he believed there would be a 
London exodus: "Short term, we 
may see some positive news, with 
a cut in base rates and a possible 
tax-cutting emergency Budget... 
but this is likely to be a short-term 
gain, with London ultimately 
losing its hard-earned status as 
the world's financial capital, and 
global company boards relocating 
to capitals in the EU." 

Meanwhile in the Brexit camp, 
Paul Smith, the Chief Executive 
of Spicerhaart, said a drop in 
prices would be unlikely. He 
welcomed the Leave result and 
called for confidence within the 
industry. "We've grasped a huge 
opportunity for the UK and we 


have every reason to be confident 
about the long-term success of the 
property market," he said. 

"The underlying strength of 
property is sound, and it will 
remain a great investment because 
more people than ever are looking 
to get on to the ladder and there 
simply aren't enough homes 
available. 

"In the short-term, things could 
be turbulent as people come to 
terms with a result that wasn't 
expected. But we now have some 
certainty. 

"House prices may go up and 
down as they always have, but 
demand pressures will sustain 
prices over the long-term. We're 
on course to see the greatest 
investment since the war, and 
residential property continue to 
pay off for home owners. 

"Britain should be confident. We 
are an economic powerhouse and 
we will continue to be a magnet for 
international investment." 

Prior to the result, the Treasury 


said house prices could be hit 
by between 10% and 18% over 
the next two years, compared to 
where they otherwise would have 
been. And the Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors had said 
uncertainty over the outcome 
had created the biggest fall in the 
number of people trying to buy a 
property since the financial crisis. 
Indeed, immediately following 
the result, experts predicted there 
would be a fall in transaction levels 
and a halt in price rises. 

On Friday, some agents reported 
that buyers had immediately 
pulled out of deals. A spokesman 
for Chestertons said an agent had 
"lost three deals in just over an 
hour", but overseas investors had 
also made contact. 

Despite the certainty of the 
result, the full effects for the 
property industry remain very much 
unknown and only time will tell what 
the long-term effects will be.

AS a young footballer Jake 
Kempton had it all - a pro¬ 
fessional contract at Wol¬ 
verhampton Wanderers, 
an England U18 call-up and 
seemingly on the way to the 
top of the game. 

But fast forward just three 
years and the 22-year-old 
faces such an uncertain fu¬ 
ture in the game he is more 
concerned with getting his 
surveying qualifications at 
Guildford College of Further 
Education than pursuing a 
career kicking a ball. 

Warlingham-based Kemp¬ 
ton, who works as a buyer 
for a construction company, 
scored one of Kingstonian’s 
goals of the season last term 
and netted seven goals in 24 
appearances for the club, but 
the story of his life - injury - 
robbed him of more. 

A two-year scholarship at 
Wolverhampton Wanderers 
- after a spell with Fulham - 
had opened the door to a two- 
year professional contract at 
Molineux, but that is when 


things went wrong. 

“In my first year as a pro 
I had a meniscus tear in my 
right knee and I was out for 
eight months,” he said. 

“When I came back it 
turned out I had a cyst in the 
same knee, which had to be 
removed - that was another 
10 or 11 months on the side¬ 
lines, by which time my con¬ 
tract was running out. 

“The most frustrating 
thing is I was doing really 
well at Wolves. I was in the 
U21s as a 17-year-old and 
scored quite a few goals. 

“I got a call to go away with 
the England U18s playing at 
Crewe against Poland, which 
would have been the high¬ 
light of my career. 

“But I got injured and nev¬ 
er went. 

“I did a lot of work 24-7 at 
Wolves away from my family 
and it will always be a frus¬ 
tration it came to nothing. 

“These things happen. You 
look back on those four-years 
as memories, but you cannot 
dwell on it too much. 

“I’m still healthy and 
young and I’m sure if I stay 
fit for a season I will score 
goals. 


“If I can stay fit people will 
see what sort of player I am. 


I back myself to score goals 
at this level.”
